Galbraith’s lecture on his 
experiences in the war might 
have most reasonably anticipat¬ 
ed an audience far too large for 
the Masonic hall.

It was unfortunate that 
Capt. Carson was not discovered 
in the meeting and accorded a 
send-off. However, that was easi¬ 
ly overlooked in the confusion 
that followed in the change from 
hall to hall. 

Lieut Galbraith was heartily 
greeted, and with characteristic 
directnes entered upon a decided¬ 
ly interesting narrativeof events 
inland about the Dardanelles, 
more especially with the forces 
at work in Sulva Bay. As one 
listened to the speaker there came 
over one an appreciation of the 
splendid fortitude and almost 
superhuman intelligence of the 
troops which entered upon and 
were sacrificed to the venture of 
that perilous attempt upon the 
keystone of the East. 

In his account^! the evacuat¬ 
ion Lieut Galbraith held his aud¬ 
ience spellbound as he told of the 
wit and skill and organizing and 
carrying out so gigantic a retreat 
with such minute loss in men and 
material.

Asiatic Portion of Empire Supplies 
the European Half 

Much of the meat for European 
Russia comes from Siberia. From 
Novcmbci to April it may be shipped 
in a froaen state to the Urge towns 
and cities. It is, of course, not as 
good froaen as it would be if merely 
chilled. In warm weather, ou the 
contrary, live anitnlls have to be 
shipped- to the centres of consump¬ 
tion and slaughtered'there.

The booklet deals with all the sub¬ 
jects which naturally suggest them¬ 
selves to the average inauircr.

Game and Transportation 
the pamphlet gives a mass ol infor¬ 
mation. Climate and rainfall art 
also dealt with. Numerous extract* 
are given from the reports of well- 
known explorers and scientists who 
have visited the country, dating from 
the beginning of last century down 
to the present day. There is a con¬ 
census of. opinion among these au¬ 
thorities as to the adaptability of th« 
country to the growth of all grain* 
and root crops. The great amount 
of sunshine which obtains in these 
northern latitudes renders vegetation 
both rapid and luxuriant.

A very positive feature of the 
world's wheat situation under the 
conditions now existing is that the 
markets are mor^sensilivc to bullish 
than to bcarisb^^ws. The underly¬ 
ing condition is bullish, and while 
this will not prevent wide pnee fluc¬ 
tuations, the chances ire more favor¬ 
able to the maintenance of a Ugh 
level than to any permanent decline. 

So far as present indications are a 
criterion, the beginning of the third 
year in the European struggle finds 
the wheat position the strongest it 
has been since that eventful August 
of 1914. In two out of three seasons 
of the war the harvests have been 
disappointing. In 1914 it might well 
be said that the breadstuffs needs of 
.the world were almost wholly depen¬ 
dent on this continent, and while 1915 
was a most favorable year in the 
surplus producing countries, the pre¬ 
sent season is one of disappointment. 

The wheat market since the first of 
last July has been a jnost remarkable 
one. There have been great bull pe¬ 
riods before, but it is very doubtful 
if, these great price movements have 
Keen based on such substantial 

C rounds. The trade haa never »cn 
eretofore a market which recorded 
so great an advance ostensibly on 
sheer speculation, and when that 
speculation went "stale" failed to 
turn sharply in the other direction 
and record a decline almost equal to 
the advance, if indeed it did not show 
a loss greater .than the upturn. 

It is the firm undertone of the 
market at the higher level that is 
most impressive. It is confirmatory 
of the strong commercial position of 
wheat independent of speculation. 
Few will dispute that previous to last 
week there was a decided shift in 
speculative sentiment to the vhort 
side of the market when prices had 
shown such marked hesitency to go 
higher. Based on the history of pre¬ 
vious bull markets, this growing 
bearishness had excellent preCwltnce, 
but these abnormal times and the 
market proved to be stronger than 
the speculative element realise.

who have been to the war. The 
attendance was also an apprecia¬ 
tion of the work that Lieut. Gal-' 
braith and others from this dis¬ 
trict are doing for country and 
Empire. 

Heretofore we in Vulcan havei 
been far too lax in the matter of 
paying any sort of attention to 
those from among us who have j 
gone to the war. From this dis¬ 
trict probably between thirty and 
forty men have gone. Men whom 
we all knew in our daily round of 
life have given up their farms or, 
their business, separated them¬ 
selves from ties of home and 
friendship, and, joining the col¬ 
ours, hnve gotiif to Europe to pro¬ 
tect our liberties. And in going 
they have been allowed to slip 
away un-noticed, without a word 
of public recognition; we have 
not been sufficiently interested in 
our ow njnen who are risking their 
ail for our sakes to even wish 
them God-speed. Probably we all 
feel a little sorry for this;if wc 
don't we ought to, for the whole 
affair is anything hut to our cred¬ 
it Possibly we can make some 
; attempt to welcome them when 
they come back, and thus retrieve 
ourselves to a certain extent 

We would like to see this matt -' 
er taken up and some definite 
scheme tor the reception of our 
returning soldiers worked out 


greater prices. If every farmer 
in this district contributed one 
cent for every bushel of grain he 
had harvested this year this dis¬ 
trict alone would give $16,000;

^Artillery and Thunder 

Thunder Has Never Been Heard at a 
Greater Distance Than Four¬ 
teen Milee 

During the great battle of Verdun > 
the roar of artillery was said to ’ e 
audible in Holland, over a hundred 
miles away, and the guna of Flanders 
have often been heard in Kent, Eng¬ 
land. —c;.- 

But it is a most remarkable fact 
that, although any great roar is al¬ 
ways likened to thunder, yet thunder 
has never been heard fourteen miles 
from the flash, and soote of the se¬ 
verest thunder stormfof late years 
were inaudible seveti miles away I 

It is interesting and often com¬ 
forting during thunder to be able to 
ascertain the distance of the foetus of 
the storm, which as far as personal 
danger is concerned is all that mat¬ 
ters. This can be done by remem¬ 
bering that sound travels at the rate 
of about 1,125 feet a second, whereas 
a flash is seen almost simultaneously, 
i If, therefore, the interval between 
the sight of the flash and the sound 
of the thunder be one second, the 
distance of the flash is 1,125 feet; if 
two seconds, 2,2 ST) feet, if five sec¬ 
onds, about a mile; if ten seconds, 
two miles; and if a minute, thirteen 
miles—a distance at which thunder is 
very seldom heard. 

It may be safely concluded that if 
any appreciable time elapses between 
flash and sound the danger is not im¬ 
minent. The long rumble of thunder 
is caused by the long track the light¬ 
ning takes from cloud to earth or 
from one cloud to the other. 

A thunderclsp is practically as 
short lived as a lightning-flash, but 
it will be readily seen that if the flash 
traverse a mile there will be a period 
of about five seconds between the 
first sounds that strike your ears and 
! the last.—Scientific American.

At that time, the liberality of 
the world's carry over from the gen¬ 
erous 1915 harvest was a drag on any 
permanent market response. It was 
the time when the statistical position 
pf the wheat hung heaviest on ,the 
market. Importers had the utmost 
confidence of obtaining adequate sup¬ 
plies and felt that they had the real 
advantage in the market. 

It Was the great heat wave of luly 
and ita heavy toll of the spring wheat 
crop that gave the real impetus to 
the bull market. The winter wheat 
harvest was moderate, and on the top 
of that came a most unfavorable 
Northwest harvest. From that time 
on, the developments have been to¬ 
wards s reduction of the world's 
wheat production. The yield in the 
United States allows only a small re¬ 
serve above the country's needs, and 
a surplus available for the export, 
even with the carry over of last sea¬ 
son, is small when the conditions 
governing the international market 
are taken into account. The latest 
reports from Canada indicate a de¬ 
rided shrinkage from ^expectations, 
and the news from the o'ther surplus 
countries do not suggest at this writ¬ 
ing more than ordinary yields. 

It is not expected that importing 
countries will increase their produc¬ 
tion under the abnormal conditions 
that prevail. In fact, the reports are 
unfavorable. The requirements from 
exporters will be large this season, 
and exporting countries in the aggre¬ 
gate have far less to give than last

Germany's Naval Base a Haven of 
Refuge for Pursued War 
Vessels 

. In 1890 Heligoland was formally 
ceded to Germany in return for con¬ 
cessions made to Britain in East 
Africa. This small island in the 
North Sea was taken from the Danes 
by the British in 1807 and made a 
depot for Britisli merchandise; it re¬ 
mained for 83 years in the possession 
■ 11 i.rcat Britain and then was ced¬ 
ed to Germany in 1890, since which 
time it has been strongly fortified and 
is now the a base for the German 
navy. 

Heligoland. militated 28 miles 
northwest of the mouth of the Elbe, 
consists of a steep, rocky plateau 
with a strip of firm sand at its south¬ 
east foot. The laws are the old Fri¬ 
sian code. North^ Frisian is the na¬ 
tive tongue, but German is currently 
spoken. The fishers are Frisian, a 
tall and muscular race of hardy sea¬ 
men, simple and primitive in their 
habits and holding land-labor in con¬ 
tempt. ( The merchant class consists 
of immigrants from Hamburg and 
other places on the mainland, or their 
descendants. As an advanced naval 
base, it has been made great use of 
by the German navy during the pres¬ 
ent war, especially as a haven of re¬ 
fuge when Beatty's scouts have been 
in pursuit. According to tradition, 
Heligoland was once vastly larger, 
great tracts of country having been 
swallowed up by the sea between A. 
D. 700 and the end of the 17th cen¬ 
tury. - During the last 26 years denu- 
dating agencies have been at work 
which Rave reduced the area of the 
island b# one-fourth Heligolfd 
was ancirrfily sacred to the goddess 
Hertha ami Christianity was first 
preached th^e by St. Willibrod in 
the 7th .century.

Keep Grain for Seed 


Fallacy of Shipping Ail tha Good 
Seed Wheat Out of the 
Country 

Having conducted an inquiry in 
various portions of the province in 
regard to the supply of good seed 
grain, the Manitoba Department of 
-Agr\plture suggests thet Manitoba 
fertners who have first class seed 
wh(pt should not be in too grrat a 
hurry to send it out of the country. 
According to the information- at 
hand, there are a few*townships that 
may have to aecure seed wheat from 
outside their own borders, although 
itris believed that the number of 
dinci^i* jo situated will be very few. 
There aFeTNwwever, quite a number 
of places wnfccc, although there is 
ample good seed, if it is all kept in 
the district, there will be a shortage 
if attention to this question is tie- 
lay ed until the elevators have secur¬ 
ed the cream of what there is to 
offer. One farmer member of the 
Legislature writes: "Were all the 
good seed kept in the district, there 
would be plenty; but much will no 
doubt be sold. Another says: "If 
all seed grain in the district could be 
held, there would probably be 
enough." These arc only samples of 
what several others have written. 

The point that the Department 
wishes ot impress is that this is the 
time of year for every farmer to con¬ 
sider the question of neat year's seed 
and either retain a sufficient quantity 
of the best he has now on hand or 
make arrangements for what he may 
need to buy.

To Deal With Deserters 

Two ordcrs-in-council have been 
promulgated stiffening the law with 
respect to the dealing with deserters 
from the expeditionary forces, and 
with respect to seamen who refuse to 
obey orders on skips requisitioned 
for His Majesty's service. In the 
case of soldiers who desert or are 
absent wiuio-it leave, it is provided 
that th y n..y be summarily tried by 
any justice of the pearc. police or sti- 
pi iwb.iiy magistrate without regard to 
territorial jurisdiction, and sentenced 
on conviction for a lime not exceed¬ 
ing two years. The production of a 
Service roll or attestation paper pur¬ 
porting to be signed by the accused, 
and a written statement from the of¬ 
ficer commanding a military district 
allowing that the accused was iL>nl 
from Ins corps, shall be deemed a 
auuicicut proof of desertion.

It has been discovered that 
r;boilcd and dried bones yield, to be¬ 
gin with, 10 per cent of fat of ex¬ 
cellent quality and very useful for 
domestic cookery. Besides this, capi¬ 
tal gravy is thus produced. After 
this the bones can be dried and boil¬ 
ed again and ground to powder. This 
contains 24.41 per cent of protein and 
13.11 per cent, of fat. Experiments 
made by the Foodstuff Department of 
the East Prussian Chamber af Agri¬ 
culture show that pigs, poultry and 
horses thrive on this diet.

BETTER MANAGEMENT OF IMMIGRATION PROBLEM 

Lord Shaujhnessy Says That There Must Be a Selection of the 
Desired Classes and a Refusal to Aceept Any and Every 
Settler Who Might Offer to Come to Canada 


Lord Shaughnessy, president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, after re¬ 
turning from a prolonged tour of in- 

S action of the company's system in 
e West, gave a most cheering re¬ 
port on conditions in the four Wes¬ 
tern Provinces. 

Being asked about immigration af¬ 
ter the war. His Lordship made sev¬ 
eral important statements. In the 
first place, he said that even if there 
was a movement toward Canada ini- 
n|cdiately after the war, it could not 
he handled, since it would take con¬ 
siderable time to get the troops back, 
^•nd there would be a great deal of 
preliminary adjustment in Europe. In 
the second place, he said that after 
the war there ought to be a much 
more thorough administration of the 
Immigration problem. 

He said that in addition to dealing- 
In a better wav with the immigrant 
after he reached Canada, there should 
be perfect supervision at the point of 
origin. There must be a selection of 
the desired classes, and refusal to ac¬ 
cept any and every settler who might 
otter to come to Canada. 

In the third place. His Lordship 
said that ’after the war every means 
would be used to present the advan¬ 
tages of Canada to the intending set¬ 
tlers and to all desirable colonists 
who miirht wish to make new homes 
In new countries. 

Hie Canadian Pacific would con¬ 
tinue to make every effort to aid 
these settlers after they reached the 
Dominion/ He expected that the pol¬ 
icy of the ready-made farm would be 
continued, but he thought that in¬ 
stead of building bouses, immigrants 
mighr be furnished with materials 
for buildings at the lowest possible 
prices and be allowed to construct 
, their own buildings, thus reducing 
the cost and affording the newcomers 
employment for the first months of 

r heir residence in the Dominion. 

"We have no manner of doubt with 
reference to the future of Canada af¬ 
ter the war," said His Lordship. "In 
the course of a few years there will 
be a satisfactory immigration from 
Europe, and the development of the 
country will continue and go forward 
as rapidly as is desirable. Canada has 
fully demonstrated its productive ca¬ 
pacity, and in the course of a few 
years, if we do our duty, it will be 
the equal of any country in the world. 
With reference to the Western Pro¬ 
vinces, 1 would say that I have never 
wavered in my faith in them."

With this service 
at ihcjr disposal they will save car 
fare; they will get a thoroughly sat¬ 
isfying luncheon; and they can have 
the comfort of the lounge room in 
connection on wet or cold days — a 
lounge room which contains a piano, 
magazines and papers and in which 
the employees can rest for the bal¬ 
ance of their lunch hour. The ar¬ 
rangement is four to a table; all the 
appointments are harmonious; there 
U an air of quiet dignity about the 
place. Mr. W. A. Cooper, manager 
of the sleeping and dining car depart¬ 
ment, said that this was in accord¬ 
ance with the well-known policy of 
the C P. R. of taking care of , its 
employees. The people in the offices 
constituted quite a little city in them¬ 
selves. Many could not go home 
with convenience. This lunch room 
would meet the wants of many. Of

Feed Plentiful This Year 

Opportunity for Making Money By 
Feeding Grain This Winter 
| The live stock industry depends, of 
course, upon an abundance of easily 
inHkbk feed. One thing is certain: 
Alberta will have an abundance of 
feed this year, and probably there 
neter was a year in the history of the 
province when the farmers of the 
province are going in so heavily for 
the railing of live stock; Though 
cattle and hogs have to a great ex¬ 
tent been depleted during the past 
year or two, the farmers are making 
every effort to increase the herds, and 
this fall and winter will see great 
strides in this direction, as the abun¬ 
dant grass feed of the summer sea¬ 
son will be supplemented by much 
green feed. 

The fanners of Alberta will raise 
approximately 100 { 000,00 bushels of 
oats this year. There has always 
been much more oats than wheat 
raised in this district, although only 
about half as much in quantity was 
handled through the elevators as 
there was wheat. This indicates that 
most of it was fed, and that there 
will be a much greater quantity fed 
this year appears certain from the 
fact that beef and hog prices are 
higher than for years, and the oppor¬ 
tunity to make money by feeding the 
.grain consequently correspondingly 
I greater than in former years.

The opinions of William H. Os¬ 
borne, United States Commissioner 
of International Revenue, on saving 
are quoted in thc August American 
Magazine. 

“'People get rich in two ways,' he 
aays. ‘The minority through skill 
and .success in investments and 
trading; the majority through sys¬ 
tematic saving of small suraa. I 
know a man who just before he was 
to bc married, twenty years ago, lost 
all he had, and went $ 11,000 in debt 
on a business deal. He gave his 
intended bride a chance to release 
I herself. 

| “ T think you can get on your feet 

again,' she told him. Tm willing.' 

“ 'All right,' he said, 'get into the 
boat with me.' 

“And they were married. 

“The bride got a cigar box and 
cut a hole in Die top of the lid. She 
called il her 'furniture box,' and into 
it vk ii. all the dimes and quarters 
she didn't really need. Soon she had 
enough to furnish a home. 

“But she didn't quit saving. She 
kept right on until she had $ 2 , 000 . 
With this she bought a piece of 
land, which she later sold for $3,000. 
The fund kept growing, and she 
kept nuking more investments. To¬ 
day she has money and properly in 
her own name valued at upwards of 
$40,000. 

“1 know of many more cases just 
like that. It's a law of business that 
invariably succeeds. 

"My advice fo every young min 
is to start, a savings fund and put into 
it a definite part of what he makes. 
When the total runs to $500 or more 
he should invest it in something 
which tarings more interest than he 
can get from a savings bank, yet is 
safe. If he keeps qo in this way, he 
will bc independent when he gets old 
enough to quit work.” 

Aged by the War 

A dispatch from London says that 
the effect of the war in prematurely 
ageing the fighting men in all thc 
armies has led to serious scientific 
discussion. In some instances, it is 
stated, men's hair turns grey after a 
few months in the trrnaies. This 
Is thc case among both British and 
French soldiers, and it has been no¬ 
ticed that German prisoners who give 
thqjr ages as between 21 and 27 pre¬ 
sent the appearance of men over 40.
